js expreſily declared, by the ſaid Act, to be the yearly proportion of 
annexed Excyſe, payable out of the ſaids Lands, to His Majeſties Exche- 
quer. And now although the ſaid annxed Excyſe, be to raiſed off ofthe 

Liquor, and not off of the boll; Yet feing, the quota or value of the ſaid 

arinexed Excyle is ſtill the ſame, as it was formerly, andſo can inferr no 

ground for alteration of the Act already made in favors of the ſaid Duncan 

Therefore His Majeſty, with Conſent of the Eſtates of patliament do 

declarejThar, by the preſent AR anent the Excyſe upon Liquor, there is no- 

thing altered, or innovar, of the ſett formerly made to the ſaid Dnucan, of the 

Excyſe of his Lands of Ferrintoſb; Excepting only that the ſaids Lands arg 

lyable, to their juſt proportion, conform to the foreſaid ſett, of what adi - 

tionall Excyſe is or ſhall be impoſed by Law upon the Kingdom. Ordaining 
hereby, Any generall Tacks of Excyſe, that ſhall be here after granted by 
our Theſaury, and Exchiequer, to be with the Exception of the forelaid 

Act.
